Why! Can the executive make a law?

And while others may boast of hav- 
ing established a government, I feel that 
I can, without egotism, ciaim the credit 
a having been effisient in its preserva- 
ion. 

The time has come to talk about the 
first principles of Government. Take 
away the restraints which hoid back 
Congres; and you have a despotic Gov- 
ernment. Wipe out the other two de- 
partments of the Government and you 
have Congress with its discretion, or per- 
haps I should say, its indiscretion, the 
measure of its power, 

Jeflerson describes such a body ag this, 
as the exact embodiment of a despotism. 
and let me‘tell you bere that a wise and 
good prince is infinitely better than a 
usurping, arbitrary, despotic Coagress.. 
(Voice—** That’s so, Andy. Go it.’’) 

Look at the co of Great Britain 
towards the colonies, and compare it 
with that of Congress. Look at the Dec- 
laration of Igdependence, and see how 
the acts of @oingrees are similar to the 
course of Great Britain.

At last my course in opposition to the 
civil tenuce bili brought me arraigned as 
culprit before Cougreese, Mark the 
contrast, There wae Jefferson Davis, 
President of the Seuthern Confederacy, 
arrested and in jail, and this same party 
came forward and bailed him out and 
sent him to Europe, while I, who had 
fought in the Senate and everywhere for 


bar of the Senate asa culprit. I caiied 
on my own State, as well as others, to 
assist me in this case, and I was acquit- 
ted, and new I bring my articies of im- 
peachment against this usurping Con- 
gress, and I deliver. them.to my old 
counsel, (Hon. Thos. A.’R. Nelson), and 
if he prosecutes them as ably as he de- 
tended me, he will convict them. 

‘The charge has been made that I was 
atraitor. Traitor to whom? I want to 
see the man that willsay it to my face. 
Itis easy forthem to say it iu their 
nooks and corners andin their little 
8 x 10's in the country, but I stand here 
to-day and defy the whole pack of them. 
They call me atraitor? I come home to 
the last years of my lifein defend- 
ing myself and S:ate. 


MOSES. 


They say, *“ Why, yes, our Moges.’’ 
Let ussee, If there is a colored man 
here to-day, I say to him not to let him 
self be carried away by his prejudices. 
The time is coming when you will know 
who are your friends. I told yoy four 
years ago—hear me, don’t go away—that 
freedom meant liberty to work and what 
you earned from your work to spend for 

our comfort. And this applies to ail, 

reedom fs worthless unless yon work. 
Freedom is not to build up a miserable 
lezzaroni to be supported by the govern- 
ment. Buta word upon the subject of 
Moses. I want the colored men to listen 
tome. Who set the colored men free? 
Was it done by President Lincoin in his 
proclamation? No, for you will find 
that Tennessee was excepted from that 
proclamation. Who was it, who, stand- 
ing there upon the Capitol steps at Nash- 
ville, in the midst of war and tumult and 
strife, declared freedom to the colored 
men of Tennezse>. Look to the record 
and you will see that I declared their 
freedom then, and that after declaring 
the colored men free, [ said if there was 
none other more capable than I, I would 
bs their Moses and lead them from cap- 
tivity. Have not they been lead from 
captivity ? I proposed to be if no one 
else would. Where are these simon pure 
Moses? Has any one of them urged you 
to go out West and take 160 acres of 
land? Oh, no. Thoere’s a great many 
white men outthere. But they will take 
you here aud orgauizs you into clubs and 
secret leagues, and make you believe 
that they are your beastfriends. But this 
man Johnson, ob he’s a traitor, and you 
must Beware of him. But where are 
these other Moses’? Have they smote 
the rocks and has the water gushed forth? 
Have they brought the manna from on 
high? Have they gone to P.sgah’s top? 
i gy they have presented you a biue 
book? (Laughter.) All they have given 
you isa blue book, and an oath to sup- 
port them. 

‘THE N£EGRO’S NEW MASTER. 

Let me telt you, colored men—and I 
have uever deceived white men or black 
men—that these men who talk about 
your old masters, have only delivered 
you up tonew masters. You are slaves 
to the League. Let me say to you as I 
saidto my old servant—aslI told him 
when I came back: ‘' Sam, theonly dif- 
ference between us is, that I freed you 
four years ago, aod I was only emanci- 
¥ on the 4th of March.” So you see! 
am eddressing you as a freedman. 


( .) | 
~ Tt was not long since I was accused of 
favoring negro suffrage. You will see 
that I sent a telegram to the Governors 
of the several States in the South, to go 
as far as some Of the States North had 
gone.» Now, what is the charge? That 
Iam againstit. Where is the proof of 
it? hen I suggested that the te of 
Tennessee and others should go as far in 
one year as other States had gone ia fifty 
years, it was a great advance. 
THE WAR MEN Now. 

Now, in oae more allusion to Moses, I 
want to take up theacc punt of these new 
born advocates. It is very easy for men 
to come in our midst and talk about re- 


It | except to get you into the leagues and 


| in the emell of gunpowder, but were in 
their closets or some secret place, 
became war men when the war was over. 
I could tell some secrets concerning 
the state of affairs. Here it was dan- 
ous for a gman to bea Union man, 
here, where these men came from, they 
dare not be anything but loyal. I should 
like to take up my sacrifices and com- 
with these neophytes. I asked a 
ittle while ago what they had done for 
the colored man, Can any of you tell 


give you new masters ? Don’t you know 
that the leagues are conspigacies against 
theGoverament? If you are free, did 
re become any freer to go in the oath 
ound leagues and become slave; to new 
masters? Now when in afree country 
you see these oath bound leagues, you 
may know they are trying to take away 
other men’s libeptier.. These leaguers 
will, if allowed to go on, destroy the lib- 
erties of the country. 
BROWNLOW ATTESTS HIS LOYALTY, 
If I have pardoned so many I ougut to 
be pardoned for some of my errors, but I 
think I have some evidence of my loy- 
ality. I havea paper which I will vued :

Now, here you see this was for a 
Union prees, and to sid in escaping from 
the oppression of secession. [Voice— 
is it?’?] Why this iesigned by no 
less & man than Wm. G. Brownlow, 
with his own sign manual. But now 
I’m the traitor. 


ALL SLAVES TO THE BONDHOLDERS. 


But, my friends, we must reason to- 
gether. We must not allow our feelings 
to deceive us, 

So far as my presence here is con- 
cerned, I*have no other objsct than to 
thank you for yuur cordiality. Ihave 
gone the round of ali the offices, and so 
far a3 the corruption of the Government | 
is concerned, my hands are free from it, 
Here I have come to live, with my wife 
and my children. I want little. Man 
wants but little here below, and, like 
Cato, I return to my little farm. 

But this time is full of alarming por- | 
tents, The country is in danger, and let 
me lift my warning voice. Look at-the 
taxes. our debt ia nearly three billions 
of dollars, so far as the Federal Govern- 
ment is concersed. How much it is at 
home, God only knows. I know 


how it was when [ was your 
Governor. You had a school fund 
then. Where is it now? Look at the 


taxes of the State and of the Fed- 
eral Government. The Federal G>vern- 
meut collects ope hundred and fifty mi!- 
lions, three times as much as was neces- 
sary afew years ago for the whole ex- | 
peoses of Government, to pay the bond 
holders. You black men might as weil 
know this, that while they have been en- 
franchising you and disfrancbising white 
men, they bave been making you all 
siaves, Yes, you areall slaves together to 
the bondholder, who never shed a drop of 
bioud. I would to God that the Govern- } 
ment had uot the credit to borrow 4 dol- 
lar to carry on @ war. If the people kad 
had before hand to pay the cost of the 
wsr, we should never bave had one. We 
had a great talk before the war about a 
negro slave aristocracy. But these ne- 
gro slaves were worth $3,00),000,U00. 
The pegro has now been freed from one 
mau only to bea slave to anoiher, for it 
has to come from their toil, and from the 
white man’s, to pay these bondholders 
theirone hundred and fi'ty miliious. 
Did they lend ifin gol:iiandsiiver? No: 
in a depreciated currency. Now, the ip- 
terest uust be paid in gold and silver, 
extorted from the toil and sweat of white 
gud biack. 


THE DIFFERENCE. 


I asked youa little while ago what 
these meu have done for your colored 
men. Why alittle while ago in Wash- 
ington, a colored manu came to me and 
wanted help. I was pretiy hacd pusied, 
but I gave him $25. Ho went to Mr. 
Suraner, and be said he had not thougbt 
much avout the matter. [Laughter.] 
Pater Lowery came along fox his Labor 
University. I knew him and I gave 
bim $150. He weant toe some of these 
Simon pures and I don’t think he got 
enough to pay his bill. At Charleston, 
S. C., they wanted to purchase a building 
for a colored man’s university and sent 
apreacher on. He came to me, and I 
said I would do what I could. I asked 
him eouldn’t he go round to the Freed- 
man’s Bureau. Gen. Howard came 
with him to me, and he said he would 
give him letters N orth. He went North 
and came back. I gave him then $1000. 
I did not put it downon paper to influ- 
ence others. A great many have sub- 
scribed largely, but when called on to 
pay they would back out. [ Laughter. ]} 
I afterwards heard that preacher say iu 
the pulpit at Washington, that that thou- 
sand dollars was alarger eubscription 
than he got north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. I want these men to compare notes 
with me. : 

A MAN OF PEACE, 


My friends, the time is now come to 
cousider the conditéon of affairs. Ha! 
my advice been foliowed at the com- 
mencement of the war, it would have 
been better. War is not the natura! ele- 
ment of my life. I desire peace, and a 
peaceful contest, within the Union and 
under the Conatitution. Thank God, my 
march has not been through Golgotha; 
my honors have not been gained by 
blood; the widows and the one-armed 
soldiers cannot attribute their wrongs to 
me. I stand here to-day vindicating the 
Constitution as it was handed down to 
me, and here, in the last hours of my 
life, I call upon you all to cling te the 
Constitution of the country as the mari- 
ner clings to his compass, 

Let me tell you here to-day, that I 
would rather be in your midst to-day, 
privileged to advocate ‘the principles of 
the Constitution, than to be inaugurated 
President. I would rather wear the’ 
honest dust of peaceful toil than the 
gilded shoulder straps or the sword, crim- 
soned in a brother’s blood, dangling at 
my side. Yes; I prefer the peaceful 
badges of a citizen to the insigaia of 
bloody aud relentiess war. I had rather 
be in your midst to unfurl the banner of 
peace and fasten it below the cross, with 
ihe inscription, ‘* God first, and my coun- 
try next.”’ Myconfidence is unaltered, 
that the people will be true to themselves, 
reason will be restored, and we shali 
again bave our old form of government. 

Fellow-citizens, ia parting from you, 
let me thank you for your Gordial recep- 
tion and for the attention you have paid. 
Hoping that you may live—we that are 
‘older and whose heads are gray, must 
3000 pass away —ilet me urge you to come 
up and understand the Constitution. The 
soul of liberty is the Constitution, and 
without the Constitution there is no lib- 


erty. 

lo parting from you, let me invoke the 
protection of Almighty God upon you, 
and with the hope that peace may be re- 
stored, I leave you. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Johnson’s 
speech, which cccupied some two hours 
in ite delivery, he was heartily applauded, 
and on retiring from the stand was at 
once surrounded bya host of his old 
friends, anxious to grasp him by the 
hani and testify to their joy at weicom- 
ing him home. Among the crowd were 
heard on ¢6very side such remarks as 
these. “ That’s the same old Andy, God 
bless him.’’ ‘‘ Andy’s head is ‘evel.’’ 
‘(He Knows what be is telking about.”’ 
‘* Bully for Andy.’’ The events of yes- 
terday show that Andrew Johnson bas 
lost none of his old hold upon the affee- 
tions upon the people. 

After leavirg the stand, Mr. Johnson 
spent an hour or more in the parlor of 
the Lamar House, receiving the congrat- 
ulations of the citizens who called to pay 
their respects to the ex-President and the 
champion of constitutioual liberty. 

Mr. Johnson then accepted the hospi- 
tality of Mr. P. Dickinson, at whose res- 
idence he very pleasantly spent the eve- 
ning in company with a number of per- |

phis, Lennessee.

ning of a new era. 

In his great speech of yesterday, the 
geuntiet was thrown dewn and the con- 
teat The next. blow will be 
struck in Nashville, and then in Mem- 
phie, and the result will appear in due 
time.
